uring the 1 993-94 school year, Hoover started 
a new class for students interested in medicine and the 
human anatomy - Biology II. The course is being taught by 
Don Perschau, who has a background in human anatomy. 
Perschau also teaches earth science and biology. 

The new class used a college level textbook. 
Biology II was only offered for one period as a trial year to 
measure the success of the class. The course was broken 
down into two semesters. The first semester was the 
human body and anatomy, and the second was DNAand 
genetic work. The DNA and genetics work included the 
leading edge of bio-technology laboratory investigation. 

Hoover and North were the last two schools in the 
district to receive this class. Perschau and Sharon Fisher, 
the North science teacher, got together and had to con- 
vince the principals, science teachers, and counselors that 
the class was needed. 

The class was graded in a unique way. The 
students handed in portfolios consisting of quizzes, lab 
work, end of the chapter tests, and some project work. The 
students were given some control over what was placed in 
the portfolio. 

One of the projects they did was to contact a doctor 
or medical specialist and visit with them to learn what they 
do and how they do their job. 

"I think it is a very good opportunity for students 
who are interested in biology and medical careers," said 
senior Monica Wilson, one of the students. 

Perschau said he is very excited that the course is 
now being taught at Hoover and he expected a very good 
class. He said that this class was a lot more work for him, 
but he had a great group of students. 

"Teaching this class is more challenging than my 
other classes, but I have a lot more fun," Perschau said.

Everyday after third hour, 16 Hoover stu- a 
dents leave campus to go to Iowa Methodist Ol T©TS 

Medical Center. Once there, the students are 
able to work with a hospital staff member in 
several different fields. This experience is known 
as Corporate Academic Institute or CAI. 

CAI is a recently designed 
program that makes learning real, 
said Nancy Winebrenner, Learning 
Coordinator. CAI allows students 

who are unsure about what they want to do as a career experience real life jobs, 
she said. 

According to Winebrenner, there are two levels in CAI. The first level is 
the extern level, which is open to all 10th, 1 1th, and 12th graders. At this level, 
the students spend three days a week with a hospital staff member, who is known 
as a preceptor. While with a preceptor, the students are able to work one-on-one 
with patients and other professionals. The other two days are spent in learning 
centers. 

The second level of CAI is the intern level, which is open only to seniors. 

This level is designed for seniors who have specific career 
goals. The interns work with professionals on a daily basis 
in certain basic training areas, said Winebrenner. 

Students involved in CAI must do work outside of 
IMMC and school, too. They are responsible for a daily 
journals, essays, vacational exploration activities, and 
major research papers called "exhibitions", said 
Winebrenner. 

According to Winebrenner, any 10th, 11th, or 12th 
grader with a grade point average of at least 1 .8 and with 
fewer than 12 absences may get an application from his 

or her counselor. Each 
student who fills out an 
application will be called 
for an interview. If cho- 
sen, that student will be 
able to experience the full 
CAI advantages.

The Handshake of Peace 

On a sunny Monday, September 13, 
1 993, three American presidents gawked in 
awe, just like everyone else, at a sudden turn 
toward peace. 

All eyes were on two old enemies in 
their new roles as peacemakers, men who 
say peace "salaam" in Arabic or "shalom" in 
Hebrew. Their handshake -- brought a gasp, 
a shout, and finally applause from several 
thousand people on the White House lawn. 

A few minutes earlier Rabin's Israel 
and Arafat's Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion had signed a peace treaty that once 
seemed unimaginable. The PLO recog- 
nized the right of Israel to live in peace; 
Israel, in turn, recognized the PLO as the 
representative of Palestines. 

President Clinton, who guided Arafat 
and Rabin toward their historic handshake, 
called it a "great occasion of history and 
hope." 



Civil War in Bosnia 

The civil war in what was once Yugoslavia moved 
through its second year at terrible human cost: as many 
as 200,000 people were dead or missing, including ten 
United Nations relief workers who had died by October. 

The 18-month-old civil war began in 1992 when 
Serbs rebelled over a vote by the republic's Muslims and 
Croats to secede from Serb-dominated Yugoslavia and 
form two separate governments. 

Croatia and Muslim-dominated Bosnia- 
Herzegovina initially allied against the more powerful 
Serbs, but their alliance dissolved amidst bitter turf 
battles between Croats and Muslims in the second half 
of 1993. 

Much of the attention in the barbaric war centered 
on Sarajevo, the long-suffering Bosnian capital under 
siege by the Serbs. 
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Pope John Paul II visits the United States 

Pope John Paul II used some of the harshest rheto- 
ric of his 1 5-year papacy to decry abortion and euthanasia 
during a four-day trip to the United States in August, 1 993. 

On the last day of his visit to Denver, with Vice- 
President Al Gore standing nearby, the Pope denounced 
the "culture of death." 

"The culture of life means respect for nature and 
protection of God's work of creation," John Paul said in a 
farewell address at Stapleton International Airport that was 
attended by Gore, a supporter of abortion rights. 

"In a special way, it means respect for human life 
from the first moment of conception until its natural end, " the 
Pope said. 

Earlier in the day, medical crews were overwhelmed 
as 14,000 people sought treatment during and after an 
outdoor mass that the pontiff celebrated at a park just 
outside Denver. 



Ruth Ginsburg sworn in as Supreme 
Court Justice 

Declaring that "the times are changing," 
60-year-old Ruth Bader Ginsburg on August 10, 
1993 became the second woman to sit on the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Ginsburg won several landmark Supreme 
Court cases as a lawyer for the American Civil 
Liberties Union Women's Rights Project in the 
1 970's. She was the prime architect of the legal 
argument, radical at the time, that the Constitu- 
tion usually requires equal treatment of men and 
women.

An Amtrak train hurdled off a bridge into a bayou in Saraland, 
Alabama, early on the morning of Sept. 22, 1993, plunging its 
sleeping passengers into a nightmare of fire, water and death. 

A barge had struck and weakened the bridge shortly before 
the wreck, which killed 47 people aboard the cross-country Sunset 
Limited. Some of the victims were trapped in a submerged, silver 
passenger car, others in a burned engine. 

The Los Angeles-to-Miami Amtrak train crashed at about 3 
a.m., about ten miles north of downtown Mobile. All three engines 
and four of the eight cars went off the bridge. Two of the cars were 
passenger cars; one was completely submerged in water about 1 6 
feet deep.

Midwest Floods 

It was the biggest, wettest story of the summer. 
The floods that washed across the Midwest may have 
been the worst in American history, and they captured 
the concern of people across the nation. 

The great flood was the story that most inter- 
ested Americans in the summer of 1993, with nearly 
two of three telling pollsters that they followed the story 
"very closely" -- on a par with attention paid in years 
past to the Persian Gulf War. 

The stage for disaster was set during the winter, 
when unusually heavy snow fell. There were no 
midwinter thaws, so the snow melted rapidly as spring 
arrived, enough to cause scattered record flooding. 
And then came the rains. Des Moines logged more 
than 32 inches by the end of July, compared with 1 8.7 
in a normal year. 

Des Moines was without water for one week 
causing people to bring in their own water from local 
grocery stores where the National Guard had water 
tanks.

While most people 
are at home watching tele- 
vision, junior Adam Infante 
is at HapKiDo class. 
HapKiDo is a martial art 
designed for self defense. 
It means "way of coordi- 
nated power."

He 
has been doing HapKiDo 
for three and a half years 
and said he plans to con- 
tinue. 

Infante has also 
had experience in 
TaeKwonDo, Judo, and 
Modern Amis, which is 
double stick fighting. 
Throughout his busy 
schedule, Infante makes 
time to help teach 
HapKiDo to adisabled 13- 
year-old on Sundays.
